BOMB-KILLER. 


Alfred Henry McCullough, the man 


killed March 11 by accidental explosion 
o£ a bomb at the Hotel Bristol, whose 
leal name was Bauman, was one of 
the chiefs o£ the Terrorists, 
having 


charge of the manufacturing of bombs, 
and Kaheff. who killed Grand Duke 
Sergius, ,ialso belonged to 
the 
same 


group. 


WOMAN INVOLVED. 


After Bauman s death KaliefTs du- 


ties devoHed upon Leontleff daughter 
of General Leontieff, who recently was 
appointed Governor of Takutzk, East- 
ern Siberia. 


Mile Leontieff became a convrt to 


terrorism during her stay at Lucerne, 
Switzerland 
Kalieffs identity was es- 


tablished through the disco\erv of a 
photograph belonging to Savmkoff, who 
has been his comrade both at the uni- 
versity and in exile When Kalieff was 
charged with his Identity he admitted 
it, saying 


Savinkoff has been arrested." 


WRONG MAN. 


The police later thought they had 


captured Savinkoff and so announced 
publicly but it turned out that the 
man held under that name was an- 
other and that Savinkoff, to whom Ka- 
lieff evidently had confided his inten- 
tion of killing Grand Duke Sergius, is 
still safe aboard 


SHE WAS IN PLOT. 


Among the others captured was Mme 


Ivanovitska a sister-in-law of Koro- 
lenko, the Russian author 


She was in-vohej in the Nihfltst plot 


to assassinate Kmperor Alexander lit 
for -which sho \~&s sentenced to fifteen 
>ears in Siberia, but at the end of 
seven years she escaped to America. 


CONVERTED THEM. 


Perhaps the most romantic feature is 


the fact that Mile, Leontieff coniierted 
two nieces of Governor General Tre- 
poff, Mile Trepoff and Princess Denis- 
heff to the doctrine of assassination, 
and that after the arrest of her mentor, 
Mile Trepoff actually attempted 
the 


life of her uncle, firing two shots at 
him both of which missed. 


Thereupon the two girls became 


panic stricken and attempted suicide. 
Mile Trepoff throwing herself under a 
train, and Princess Denisheff shooting 
herself 


Neither of them succeeded in killing 


herself. 


The family has since tried to make 


it appear that the girls' acts were the 
result of a mutual pact for self-de- 
struction, both being in love with the 
same man, an officer of the guards.

The agitation against Japanese 'immigration has already borne 


the fruit of violent and lawless action. In several isolated localities 
Japanese residents ha,ve been driven out by threats of white residents 
No bodily injuries have been inflicted and no property destroyed, so 
far as we knoxv, but the evictions will nevertheless furnish the basis 
for a compensatory demand on the part of the Japanese Government 
Nor can our government deny satisfaction, because .we are-engagec 
by treaty to afford the Japanese the full protection of the laws. 


The National Government is already committed to the policy of 


making financial amends for outrages perpetrated on foreigners by 


_.mobs. In the Rock Springs case a stiff sum was paid China as com- 


pensation for the loss of life and property and the personal injuries 
inflicted by a mob, which burned a 
Chinese settlement and drove 


away its inhabitants. 


During President Harrison's 
administration 
the government 


compensated the families of the Italians hanged by a mob in New 
Orleans, a.nd a money indemnity was paid for the lynching of other 
Italians in the interior of Louisiana. 


Only recently the government paid a.citizen of Mexico $500 in 


satisfaction for wounds inflicted by a Ranger in Texas. The Mexican 
was under arrest for a petty offense, and was shot by the Ranger while 
trying to escape. The Mexican government contended that the shoot- 
ing was unnecessary and unjustifiable, and the State Department 
agreed, after an investigation, that such was the case. Our govern- 
ment is pushing a claim against Mexico on behalf of families of men 
slain and robbed in that country. 


Men who band themselves together for the purpose of making 


lawless and violent demonstrations against the Japanese are only 
creating expense and embarrassment for our government without 
accomplishing the slightest result favorable to the exclusion of Japa- 
nese immigrants. A repetition of the violent outbreaks against the 
Chinese between 1877 and 1886 will not be tolerated, and should not. 
If the Japanese are to be prevented from coming here they must bo 
excluded by act of Congress, not driven away by a.rmed mobs. 
Nor 


will the popular movement against the Japanese- on the Pacific Coast 
be respected or heeded in the East if it be accompanied by violent 
demonstrations, which

Taking the story of the cap- 
tive Jews in Egypt and the Civil War in our own country growing out 
of the institution of human slavery :as examples of the negative the 
Almighty has given, he lifts his 'voice against. the commercialized 
philosophy of the age which divides society into .two unequal classes 
—those with money and those who toil for wages. His. words burn 
with indignation when he speaks of the way man is treated as a mere 
instrument of production instead .of one to be served' by production. 
In former times' the idea was. to make something .for man ; now the. 
idea is that man was created to make something— not foj himself, .or of 
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himself, but for the profit of somebody, else.

Professor 
Pletin Tells 


Students What Jhey 


Are to Learn, 


BERKKLEY, 'April 18.—Tlie hour for 


the regular weekly lecture before the col- 
lege of commerce was devoted - yesterday 
to a general discussion of the work of 
the college, by its dean, Professor Carl 
C. Plehn. Speaking of next year's work 
in the college of commerce, 
Professor 


Plehn said: "The courses to be offered 
are divided into nine groups- 
Group 1 
is prescribed courses 1 and 2 in econom- 
ics. 
Group 2 is composed of the courses 
on economic geography and general de- 
scriptive knowledge aimed to convey prac- 
tical information.

Unless the City Council finds a way out 


of the difficulty, there will be a deficit 
in the High School fund of nearly 54,000, 
-so 
reported 
City 
Superintendent 
of 


Schools McClymonds at the meeting of 
the Board of Education last evening. 


The deficit is brought about by the fact 


that there was not a complete under- 
standing as to the amount of revenue that 
would be derived from the State appor- 
tionment oE school money when .the esti- 
mates for the fiscal year of 19(M-05 were 
made un. 
•' The Board of Education estimated that 
the amount coming- from the State would 
be about $13,000; . City Auditpr Breed, 
when the estimates of the Board reached 
his office, raised the'amount to $15,000, 
and this estimate was fixed by the City 
Council. 


Now comes the fact that the amount 
received from the State money will be 
but $11,000—S3.786.92 short of the-amount 
needed by the Board of Education for 
the High School expenditures. ' 
This fact will be brought to the atten- 
tion of the .City Council and Mayor Mott 
and it will be suggested that the moriey 
be transferred from the General fund, if 
possible, to cover the deficit.
